which they were riding was demolished. 

It was a skidding accident. The street, as we say, was 
blacktopped, and it was wet—the worst possible combin- 
ation. Witnesses stated that the car was not being 
driven fast. What’s more, the Wakefield Police stated 
that it was the sixth accident, of the same type, on the 
same street, in six successive weeks. 

One rarely hears of a skidding accident, on a concrete 
highway. . That is one of the reasons why we feel that 
Route 28 should be of concrete.
